The/Department of Commerce and Labour 


| has published 9 report on. Labour Conditions

‘THE TEREROS RAURLLION, 

Germany: is “sending out more troops to" 
South-West Africa, and is said to be determin- 
ed to crush the “Herero rebellion, But the 
task is no'light, one. At the present motent | 
there-are 15,000 Germans under. arms in the 
colony. ‘The loss ‘of men amounts to 1,200, 
and probably a hundred men and. women have 
been murdered. «The cost: to ‘Germany is’ 
already ‘from. twelve thousand to twenty 
The cause of 
the rebellion. dues nut uppear to be very 
clear. emongst the causes mentioned -ate- 
intense. dislike of the Germans, add the be- 


licf of the natives'ia their own strength, and

A German bought aconcession from a 
‘Hottentot'in the south, and in the following year 
Germany,,claimed a4 protectorate over allihe 
territory between Grange” River in, the south, 
and Portuguese West Africa in the Netth, the 
ayea being 322,450 square miles, containing a’ 
native population of 250,.00, made up of tribes 
‘of Kaftir and Hottentot blood chiefly, From the | 
first the natives showed. no love fui their new 
masters, whosc severity was not moderated by 
tact, There was soon trouble with the Hot- 
Aentot chief, who fought the Germans for, more 
than. two years, yielding only. on. favourable. 
‘terms, After a slight trouble with the llereros 
(who are of Kaffir bluod) i in 18y6, the Germans, 
settled down to peuceful development; but 
with their “ioadequate resources, the false 
economy of the German’ Government, and 
recurring droughts, very; little progress was 
made. The first seriuus insurrection oc- 
curred in 1903,’ when ‘the, Bondelzwart 
Hottentots bluzed up at: Warmbad, ‘in the 


extreme south, the immediate cause Being’ the} 


execution ‘ofa chief by a German officer. , At 
that {imé there were only 800 soldiers in ‘he 
whole vast territory; and the colonists numbered 
3,500. The rebellion was-patched up after a 
few months, In the meantime, in January 
1904,-the Hereros had.taken advantage of the 
absence of troops from the centre of the colony, 
and. rose in their turn, starting tho real war, | 
which is still devastating the country.

‘ter a very lengthy’ interval of silence, 
the Conimittee of the Young Men's Christian 
Association have at last condescended. to 
reply to what they term the “scurrilous "and 
“ rancorous ”. remarks—although we are cer- 
tain the majetity of ovr readers will scarcely 
endorse these ter hich have been made 
in thia column regarding the working of the 
Association. ‘The Committee do nat deign 
to answer seriadint the statements -we made 
,on the questions with which we dealt, hold: 
ing that the real “charge” against the mem-. 
bets of the Society. is that they have “ deli 
berately decided to exclude from their mem- 
bership cérlain classes, namely, non-Euro- 
peang and Service men.” According'to the 
statement, ‘which, we ‘publish’ elsewhere in 
this issue, the Association. cansisis of 16q 
members, 80 of whom are sighteaus in- 
lividuals, while the dther 80 are free-lances, 
nomadic persons who dé not claim to, belong 
to. any church. OF the -first- 80, thirteen 
compose the Conmitice of Management, 
‘which takes the credit (or all the transactions 
“that have served to evoke ‘the criticism of 
those who are. interested in-the welfare’ of 
the Association. --It should be understodd, 
in the first instance, that whatever we have 
said ‘against’ the operations of the: V.MLGA,. 
has been said -in a spirit.of goodwill and | 
friendship. ‘The Y.M.C.A. is an admirable 
institution, which has proved’a boon to many 
a young man inthe United Kingdom and 
America. Tis aims and objects in:the West 
are irreproachable; it has the sympathy of 
the entire community, and any-criticism that 
has arisen with reference to the Hongkong 
branch has been’ -tlie outcome of ‘a spirit 
more of sorrow than of blame. Inthe first 
place;. then, when we suggested that class 
distinctions .were being fostered within the 
Association we were stating a fact which was 
admittedly a regrettable feature of the. 
Hongkong ‘branch. It is «not denied hy 
the Committee themselvé class distine- 
tions—or as it is cuphemistically, described’

In-the case of 
a sociely-which designates itself, as‘ the 
‘Young Men's Christian Association’ this 
admission of {allability and weakness.is at 
table as an evidence of sincerity, 


the members. For we are absolutely con- 
vinced-from the results of the mectings lately 
held behind locked doors at the Y.M.C.A. 
this spirit of exclusion is not generally shared. 
‘The very fact that a meeling of members 
specially converted'to discuss the question ‘of 
whether Service men—the wearers of His 
Majesty's uniforin—should or sliould not _be 
admitted to membership was of.the opinion 
hy a large majority that they should .be od- 
milted indicates clearly that class distinction 
is not the fetish of the members generally, if 
it be one of the special’ tenets held by the 
Committee of Management. Then again on 
the question of the admission’ of non-Euro- 
peans, can the: Committee of ‘Management 
H honestly lay their hands on their hearts and 
declare that the Association is absolutely free 
from the non-European element? Of 
course they. cannot. Any non-European, 
we venture lo think, who has the advantage 
of influence oriposition will find -his way to 
membership—and good luck to hin.+ So 
that on the point that_non-luropeans are’ 
not admitted to the Y.M.C.A. we would sub- 
mit that the Committee of Management 
-HaveTatied to make o&t a good case, Why do 
they not say at once that non-Europeans or 
non-anybody else will be admitted provided 
they can obtain the support of a few of the 
leading members of the Committee? For 
that is what it amounts, to, and we defy. 
the Committee to deny it. | After pli there 
are many non-Europeans whose -society 
and {intellect are quite on a par with some, 
of the European members.’ There are no 
‘doubt many objectionable non-Europeans, | 
but who will.dare ‘to say that all Europeans 
in Hongkong are such delightful companions 
and bear such immaculate reputations that 
they would be entitled to admission, to ahy 
institutlon ?
